Will you be so kind as to write and let me know, if your board are purchasing such things, and if 
so whether you would wish them sent on for your inspection. | enclose an account of these 
bas-reliefs by Mrs. Pollock of Stafford County Va. who has known of them for fifty years.

About sixty years ago a Servian by the name of Latow brought to Westmoreland County, Va. 
where he resided, two ancient marble bas reliefs, which he said had been brought from Italy by 
[Com.?] Barron, at a sale of whose property said Latow bought the said bas reliefs for the sum 
of ($500) five hundred dollars. 


At the death of Mr. Latow, these pieces were bought by Mr. Robt. Robb of Westmoreland and by 
him presented to Mr. Aitcheson Gray of Wakefield, whose widow afterwards married Col. Murat 
of Florida. After Mr. Grays death these marbles passed into the possession of his father Mr. [J?] 
Gray of Travellers Rest Stafford County Va., who at his death left them to his daughter, Miss 
Agnes Gray who at her death left them to the present owner Miss Agnes S. Venable. Mr. [J?] 
Gray my father after getting possession of these marbles was anxious to have proofs that they 
had been brought from Italy by [Com.?] Barron and made inquiry of Mrs. Pendergrast a 
daughter of [Com.?] Barron who confirmed all that Mr. Latow had said in regard to them.
